Tho Boston Journal of Chemistry for 


April contains a suggestive 
article ou 
1:Candy," by Dr. Gutter iu .which the con- 
nection between weak or diseased eyes ami 
n sugar and starch diet is clearly shown. 


Tlio experiments 
of 
physicians have 


proved that cataract of Iwth eyes can. ho 
produced in holf an hour by simply inject- 
ing a lea-spoonful of A saturated solution of 
sugar beneath tho skin of n frog or (luinea- 
pij. 


lu view of this and similar facts the doc- 


tor pertinenlly asks if sugar con be, regarded 
as an innocent- subslanco for young and 
growing porBons, especially 'when they diet 
too largely upon white Dour,whieh h chietly 
composed of starch.whoso chemical formula 
is identical with sugar ? 


Out of 1,000 children 13 yeaw of ago, 


taken from a large school in New York cily, 
and examined with an ophthal microscope, 
700 wero fotnd to haS'e defective organs of 
vision. 


This largo perceatago of disease, tho doc- 


tor evidently thinks, is owing in' part, at 
least, to tho candy and bolted wheat Hour 
eaten. 


As for the effect of candy upon Iho teeth, 


Dr. Cutter thinks that nscd only occasional- 
ly, "when tho other-food has its normal 
amount of mineral ingredients,1 candy when 
pure does not harm the teeth, but used fra- 
cjuently, ini connection with flour diet, 
th«ro is no doubt it promotes decay." 
"Chemistry is"coming to the aid of tho 
kitchen by indicating tho foods which con- 
tain the needed nutriment for .all parts of 
the body. 


No phosphorus or limo, which constitute 


the main part of the teeth, aro found in can- 
dy, and when we remember that starch, n 
colloid, has to become sugar, a crystalloid, 
before it ontcra the circulation, wo KCO tho 
siaful folly of feeding children with so much 
Bweot, BO much' potato, and so many prepa- 
rations of bolted Hour." 


The'author from whom-wo aro quoting 


said, iu his lecture before the Now Hamp- 
shire State Medical society, not long ago : 
"Dythonsebf white flour mankind loses 
from two thirds to four fifths of theelemonts 
that go to make up teeth and bony structures, 
muscles, nerves and brains." 


This trnam ia well-known to many who 


utterly ignore, its teaching in their daily lif«; 
but certainly the mothers who ^sacrifice so 
mnch for their children's com fort and enjoy- 
ment, would do belter to 'devote a little 
moTJ timo and attention to securing them a 
healthful diet. The cbnsliint decay of the 
human system demands constant renewal of 
all its const!totnt parts from without: and 
it is tho easiest thing in tbe world, by 
the aid of modem science, to determine and 
B«eurfl tho proportion ID onr food. In this 
connection it may be added that tho skins 
of fruits havo similar bone making proper- 
ties to the outside of grains, and hence a 
thoroughly cooked apple is better than thoso 
peeled, whether cooked or raw, for children 
and others.

THE STEAMBOAT SHOPS. 


A GIIEAT DEUniCK.-WOnK 
ON THE OLD 


COLONY, NEWfOilT ANU E^IPIHK 8TATK. 
At the Old Colony Utoamboat Company's 


repair shops in this city are four great sticks 
of while- pine timber from Canada, which 
cost over ^.^OO. apiece. Thc-y will average 
one hundred feet e«ch in length, are i8 
Inches in diameter at the large end and 24 
in diameter at Iho firaall end. The weight of 
each is nearly five tons. They are to he used 
iu the construction of a derrick or movable- 
shears, which will have a capacity for lifting 
fifty tons or over. A wire fall costing not 
less than $1000 will be uied iu connec- 
tion with gearings. 
This derrick differs 


from tho liishop boom derrick, or what Is 
known as tho fiicd shears, Ihis hav ing four 
logs of which two aro movable and Iwo arc 
stationary. Tho derrick will bo operated 
by hand power. Four men, with the gearing 
will bo able to lift Bfty tons. It will bo 
located on tho south Rldo of tho north 
steamboat dock. 


This derrick will add greatly to the capac- 


ity of tko shops hero, but ingenuity has sup- 
plied tho place of mechanical appliances in 
tho past tu such ai extont that to outsiders 
a derrick has seemed almo.st supcrHuoufl. 
For inatanco, last year tho crank arm was 
cut off from one of tho shafts of tho l!rislol, 
the shaft taken out, a new ono put In and n 
crank arm shrunk onto it. 
The shaft 


weighed seventeen tons, and tho crsnk arm 
nearly half as much, and nil Iho lifting had 
to be dono by a hoisting apparatus rigged 
up for Iho occasion.
